M, Alexendre Dumas has just completed anew Drama, enti- 
led Don Juan de Maranza, and it has been produced at La

tions are given of this piece, which partakes of the character of 
the old Mysteries. It is partly in verse, and partly in prose. It 
is divided into five acts, but between cach act there are Inter- 
ludes. The Genius of Good and the Genws of Evil are 
two of the most important character. The author has 
personified the conscience of his principal character, which 
bears some resemblance to Moliere’s hero, but the resemblance is 
rather in the ideas than in the actions. M. Dumas goes further 
than‘his predecessor, he has introduced the Holy Virgin and the 
Saints, and has put long speeches into their mouths. The scene 
is sometimes in Heaven, and sometimes on Earth. The poetry 
which is interspersed through the piece is highly extolled. It is 
not sung, but declaimed with a musical accompaniment, and 
the composer has made the music as celestial as possible.
